TV/HILE THERE IS NO DOUBT that the masros of 5 
W china have accepted the political theories of 
their Commuiast masters, even the stoutest advocate 
of Marxist dogma can scarcely claim that the revolu¬ 
tion has been a success . . . unless the aim was 
anarchy. 

It Is clear that central control has deteriorated to 
the point that local authority has largely supplanted 
it. Tne country is heading for the same sort of regional 
g o v enane n t that was the pattern in the days of the 
w ari ortto—if It has not already arrived here.

In 
the northeast. Manehurie. SinMang, Tibet and Iimer 
Mongolio show convincingly that the pol i tical crisis 
convulsing China has become deeper and that it ia 
fraught with new complications."

Not to Be Seen 

The army of National Guards¬ 
men who protected the walkers 
Friday was not to be seen. 

Few whites gathered to 
watch.

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mind that Shipley Bayless, a lawyer, 
was also an ex-navy man. 

The interior, designed with the 
views in mind, has little vistas—nar¬ 
row places suddenly opened out—and 
creates a changing feeling with the 
light. 

The living room with a huge stone 
fireplace has panelled walls, mainly 
mahogany and cedar, with white ceil¬ 
ing, beamed, and clearly gives the 
chalet a sheltered feeling. 

In the dining area the mood 
changes as the ceiling is higher and 
windows wide. The bar between 
kitchen and dining room has the 
fresco work incised on the front, 
which has a panel inset of green 
malachite. 

In the picture gallery at the top 
of the open stairway, a panel conceals 
the lighting beamed mi the paintings. 

Both master bedroom decorated 
in blue and white and the guest room 
in pink and green afford sweeping 
views over the water.

The Baylesses, who call Newport 
Beach, Calif., home, are here for the 
summer.

Maybe they are hoping 
for a little snow. Just for Christmas. 


To most people the word chalet 
conjures up visions of high moun¬ 
tains, sun sparkling on .snow, a place 
where rugged skiers find shelter and 
protection from the dements. 

So it takes a little more than an 
ordinary imagination to dream about 
a chalet by the sea. Not only to 
dream but to make it a reality. 

And that is exactly what Shipley 
Bayless and his wife Sandy have 
done on their beautiful property out 
on Scott Point on Salt Spring Island. 
Built a chalet. Bavarian style. 

Scott Point is the very tip of the 
peninsula running out between Long 
Harbor on the north and Ganges 
Harbor to the south.

Fresco- 
type railings are featured on the sun 
trap patio at the entrance. 

This same fresco idea is carried 
out on the southeast walkway, and 
the two upper bedroom balconies. 

John di Castri told me that when 
he designed the walkway he had in

GROUND-HUGGING PLANTS (A. L. 
MeC., Victor la) — For clinging to rocks 
and stopping stones, you can hardly go 
wrong if you plant any- of the dwarf 
members of the Thyme family; these 
offer a good selection of scents, flower 
colors and foliage tints. 

One of the best, to my mind, is 
Thymus serpyllum, often called Mother 
of Thyme. Thu has tiny silvery grey 
leaves, seldom more than about an Inch 
tall but apreading across the surface of 
the stone to make a carpet two feet or 
more across. It gives off a delightfully 
spicy fragrance when crushed or 
trodden, and in season it covert itself 
with masses of tiny pink flowers. 

Another good choice Is the family of 
Antennarias, so called from the lnsect- 
like antennae on the seeds. These plants 
are neat In habit, dinging closely to 
ground or stone. One of my favorites is 
Antennaria c r e 11 c a , a grey-leafed 
spreading plant from the eastern 
Mediterranean producing little tassels 
of dear pink flowers in early summer. 
Another, Antennaria microphykla, grows 
wild in many parts of Canada and is 
known to the children as Pussy Toes, 


the pot isn’t too crowded, the plant will 
grow and bloom quite satisfactorily with 
multiple crowns. II you want more 
plants, though, a quick and easy way is 
to separate into individual crowns and 
pot these up separately. 

Watering from below is another 
common superstition; it certainly isn’t 
a must, and in my opinion, this practice 
tends to lead to over-watering, with the 
soil in the bottom of the pot in a con¬ 
stantly soggy, stagnant condition. I 
think it is safer and better for the plant 
to water from the top, allowing the soil 
to become definitely dry to the touch 
between waterings, then giving enough 
to saturate the soil. Empty the saucer 
of any drainings after watering . 


VEGETABLE PRUNING (T.H., 
Sooke) — It isn’t necessary to nip out 
the tips of runner beans growing on 
supports unless they show signs of 
growing taller than the supports. At this 
stage, though, it is helpful to snip off 
the growing lip; this aids the develop¬ 
ment of flowers and pods. 

The same holds true of cucumber 
vines growing "on the flat." If there is 
plenty of space available. It is best to 
just let them go their own way without 
■topping. If they are encroaching upon 
the territory of other vegetables or 
plants, the vine tips may be topped off 
and the side shoots stopped after they 
hive mtde three leaves. Regarding 
the removal of suckers from corn, 
gardeners have argued over this point 
for well over a hundred years. Actually, 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
says it makes absolutely no dlRffenoe 
to the crop. The big commercial 
growers in Iowa and the other corn 
states do not sucker their com.

Saving lives ia an important part of the diving 
unit'* role. Even though there has been no steady 
rush of divers with the bends—about six a year 
are treated—the equipment ia available in case of 
emergency. 

Like the time the young lad, who considered 
himself an accomplished akin diver, got In trouble 
ia die Gulf Island* and was rushed to Colwood by 
a U S Coast Guard plane. 

Or the time the experienced commercial 
diver ki die Queen Charlotte Islands got oxygen 
sickness and had to be rushed to Colwaod twice 
In a few days. 

There are only a lx recorapmaalon chambers In 
B.C., three at the navy, one aboard Island Tug 
and Barge'■ deepsea salvage tug Sudbury H, one 
at the Vancouver General Hospital and one at tha 
biologieal station in Nanaimo (a one-man 
reinforced plastic c*w>. There are .about 40 in the 
whole of Canada. 

The main chamber at Colwood is • two 
compartment cylinder made by Slebe Gorman of 
London, England, It ia 14 feet long and has a 
diameter of six feet. The two compartments am 
necessary for the transfer of personnel and 
equipment while a patient Is being treated. 

Another chamber about the same size was 
specially made for installation In one of the diving 
tenders. Until it ia installed H ia portable and can 
be used. But the plastic mummy case is 
lighter—it weighs only 200 pounds—and can be 
transported by truck, ship or aircraft 

The mummy case Is cylindrical, seven feet long 
with a diameter of 26 inches at the entrance, 
tapering to 18 inches. It ia made of 3-lfr-inch 
reinforced plastic with bands of fibreglass tape 
spaced three Inches apart. It has three supporting 
legs and, on either side, a carrying rail. It has an 
aluminum slotted door-ring and door with small 
openings to allow tubes for oxygen and air to be 
inserted. There is a pyrex glass porthole In the 
door. 

Pressure conditions may be reproduced up to 
a maximum of 75 pounds a square inch, which ia 
equal to a depth of 170 feet. The Siebe Gorman 
chamber is strong enough to withstand pressure 
of 109 pounds psi which is equal to a depth of 250 
feet. 

The pa Stic chamber is the result of experiments 
In which chambers of aluminum 'alloy had to be 
discarded because of trouble with rivetting, and 


advantage at the one-man recompreision 
chamber—its coet, which is about $ 2,000 com¬ 
pared to $40,000 lor the larger one. 

But there can be no question of the smaller 
one replacing the larger. Rather, they are a good 
team in transporting a victim of the bends and 
then caring for him at the diving unit. 

Because of Lt.-Cmdr, Thompson's flange 
design, the smaller chamber can be attached to 
the larger and the patient transferred to the 
larger . without going through a change in 
pressve. 

Once inside the Slebe Gorman chamber, he 
can be tended by a physician or medical aide, 
who woukf have entered the - chamber and 
remained inside while the pressure was made tha 
same as the pressure the patient was being 
subjected to. 

The recompression procedure is fairly simple 
hut takes time, patience and precision. If a diver 
is unconscious, the pressure In the chamber is 
raised immediately to equal the pressure at 165 
feet underwater. If he is only In pain, the 
pressure is raised until he is comfortable and the 
pressure is then gradually reduced until It 
reaches that at sea level. The procedure Is 
directed by a medical office and the diver will 
have a trained attendant inside the chamber with 
him at aB times. 

The pressure at sea level is 14.7 pounds a 
square inch. As a diver ascends, the pressure 
increases by that amount for every 33 feet ho 
goes down. On a bounce dive—down and up in a 
few minutes—no physiologic a) change is likely to 
take place. But when a diver stays down for some 
time he may have trouble If be ascends too 
quickly. The sudden release of pressure on his 
body may force nitrogen from his lungs into his 
blood stream. Air in the lungs is about 20 per 
cent oxygen and 79 per cent nitrogen. Nitrogen la 
an Inert gaa and forms bubbles In the blood. 
These bubbles act much the same as Woodclots. 
They may lodge in joints and cause pain. They 
may hit the brain and damage It. Lt.-Cmdr. 
Palmer said one diver had a bubble lodge near 
his spine and he was paralyzed for six months. 

If a diver obeys the rides, his body will in 
moat cases adjust- Staying down too long or 
coming up too fast , are common causes of the 
nitrogen bubble condition, called the bends, 
decompression sickness or caisson disease. 

Divers also experience nitrogen narcosis or 
"raptures of the deep*’ as the famous French 
diver Jacques-Tves Cousteau has called It. This Is 
a narcotic effect on the diver, making him feel 
elated and euphoric, caused by ordinary ah' and 
by oxygen under pressure. The condition Is 
usually rectified by the diver's surfacing. 

An air embolism could be caused by a diver, 
usually inexperienced, holding his breath, and this 
oould require treatment in a recompression 
chamber. 

Part of the training of navy divers is to make 
a simulated 250-foot dive In the recompression 
chamber once a week. These weekly dives are a 
test of fitness and pressure tolerance. The diver

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BALLET IS NOT FOR PLAY

From Enrico Ceccheiti to m young teacher in m 
Victoria ballet school seems a long leap, for the famous 
toucher of the great days of Russian ballet in Si. Peters - 
burg has already became a legend belonging to ballet 
history. 

But latest to jobs the ranks of Victoria's excellent 
bullet teachers is one of the few lucky dancers of the 
younger generation to have a direct link with this his- 
tory, for she has studied under a pupil of the great 
Cecchetti himself.

The Russian metltod ia not taught 
aa «ridel> now that the Royal 
Academy lias set standards afl over 
the world But Esther feels, along 
with most teachers that there Is a 
great deal to be learned from It. It 
ia hawed on the exhaustive analysis 
at technique made by Agrippina 
Vaganova but as Esther says, eaeh 
tracker brings her own style and 
variwkorj* to the basic steps. 

In the tong run. as much depends 
on toe teacher, for afl methods come 
together gt the highest levels. 

"Even the Royal Academy 
school a few years ago. invited 
their arch enemy Number One. 
Lydia Kyasht. to teach and the 
Russian influence is again being felt 
more and more 

Pot after aO, even the somsbUmI 
Russian style is a blending of afi the 
styles that have gone before. 
Cecchetti himself added Italian 
styles to the Russian dancing, and 
aa FOJttoe says "also introduced Into 
the Russian ballet toe enthusiasm 
tor virtuosity which was characteris¬ 
tic of his own. more recent style of 
Ital'an Ballet “ 

At the same time, another 
teacher at the Imperial school. 
Christian Johansson, wag bringing 
the traditions of the Boumanvtlle* 
from Danish ballet, and was. again 
according to Foklne. "fa opposition 
ta this virtuosity which bordered on 
acrobatics." 

While yet anotoer teacher and 
choreographer. Petipa, “being less 
conservative and making conces¬ 


sions to the taste of the time* 
allowed the penetration of I'a'ian 
tour de force into his ballets doing 
this within the limits of moderation 
and wito toe goal taste so charac¬ 
teristic of him.” 

And ail of these, of course, trace 
their techniques back directly to the 
tradition of the old French belief, 
translated to Rtwsia by a long line 
si French teachers and ballet 
masters 

Sc ballet as we know it today is a 
fjaion of ail these traditions, depend¬ 
ing jt teachers and choreographers 
to retain what they feel is best. 

Esther’s classes will not be easy, 
far *ne nas always been a perfec¬ 
tionist She astonished her fellow 
dangers ffor whom she gave classes 
in Germany.) by her painstaking 
analysts o» each bit of a dance, her 
hums ot work on phrasing, placing 
and iwlance to bring It as near to 
perfection as possible 

Altbotigf she agrees with her 
former teacher Svetlanoff, that 
“belle' is not for play," her classes 
shou<d be extremely Interesting and 
very much worth while For Esther 
has no> only the tremendous back¬ 
ground of musical knowledge, ballet 
tecatiique and professional experi¬ 
ence to draw on. hut the naoat 
contagious enthusiasm for the whole 
world of ballet.

For her arrival there wai a holiday fcwen 
school. 

The school fan Ms case was Miss Marla 
Maitland's private school — held in an unpainted 
boaid building within which the daughters at 
families aide to enjoy the privilege of this type of 
education sat all day on apple-bxes 

From the primitive seats the afternoon of 
April 28, 1891, saw them freed and gathered In¬ 
stead on Brockton Point. At 2 p m. sighting of 
the vessel was announced by the firing of a gun 
from the Indian Mission, then the only building 
on the North Shore. At 3 the beautiful vessel swept 
her ther impressive 5,700 tons into Vancouver 
Harbor. 

I Victoria, which had also been anticipating a 
call from the new ship had two disappointments 
in connection wilh her arrival. The first was 
when it was discovered, after the dredge Mudlark 
bad gone to Vancouver to improve port facilities 
there, that although It had bent thought that the 
berth at Ogder Point had been deepened to 28 
feet, laker inspection disclosed a sand ridge with 
but 22 feet of water at tow tide — insufficient lor 
the Empress. 

The second, that although residents here 
spent the greater part of April 27 in constant 
expectation of seeing her coming up the Straits, X 
was to a sleeping city that at 3:45 a.m. the next 
morning the Race Rocks fog-horn gave notice of 
her approach ' — 

But authorities at Victoria were not to ba 
balked at their planned honoring of the new ship, 
and by the time she dropped anchor offshore, 
Mayor and Mrs. Grant and 20 leading citizens 
were ready to board her from the Tug Lame. To 
Captain Marshall the mayor presented a suitably 
inscribed fine old stiver punch service while Mrs. 
Grant added a bunch of wild Bowers. 

Four hcsirs later she went an to Vancouver. 

At that port many of the passengers who bad 
been or. her since she left Li veep ;ol Feb. 7 ended 
their journey, but there were others who, with 
Canadiar Pacific president William Van Home, 
left Vancouver that evening by the company's 
train then but four years in operation. 

Yes, the 1890s were active years tor 
Vancouver and early in them Robert Tattow took 
as his second wife a daughter of H. J. Cambie, 
the man who had engineered the construction of 
the railroad from Kamloops on through the 
fearsome Fraser Canyon. 

This decade too saw young Mabel taken on 
several trips to Britain. Hie third, when site was 
15, left her to complete three years of education 
in Germany and Brussels. 

At home then Jer father embarked an the 
political life that saw him in 1 COQ elected aa 
Conservative MLA lor Vancouver. In 1908, with 
this party’s accession to power, its leader, Sir 
Richard McBride, chose Tattow as minister of 
finance and at agriculture ,. . an. appointment 
that led to his acquiring the affectionate title of 
“Fruit and Finances Tatiow.” 

The Tat tows how moved to Victoria, finely 
settling cn RocUand Avenue. 

The years that followed were ones of 
prosperity for British Columbia yet the Honorable 
Robert Tallow was determined they should not ba 
ones of extravagance. He even made reforms in 
the Civil Service of which Margaret Ormsby says 
“hte natural and disarming courtesy enabled Mm 
to carry through reforms without making enemies 
for the new government." He was also, she says, 
“respected lor him irtergrity in distant money 
markets.” . 

In London certainly his worth was known. 
The Financial Times there carried an interview 
with him and he told them of the astonishing 
growth in B.C. of agriculture, mining, fishing and 
lumber. For each of the province's 250,000 
inhabitant*, be said, there had been produced in 
the past year gooch to the value of $200 and B.C. 
“must be considered one of the most favored 
spots on earth.’* 

Such stimulating and optimistic statements 
caught the attention of, among others. Spy, 
famous cartcuturiat, and so the interpretation of 
R G. Tatiow reproduced here joined the Nat of 
the famous who appeared over the years in the 
magazine Vanity Fair. 

In July, 1909, Ms appearance in the Colonist 
must have brought smiles of pride and 
appreciation to many face* Yet three months 
later Tatiow had to resign when he found himself 
unable to support Ms chief in the matter of

When the caricature repro¬ 
duced on this page appeared in the 
Colonist of July 18,1909, it occu¬ 
pied completely the whole of page 
one of the Sunday supplement, 
tRen full newspaper size. 

That the paper chose to give 
such prominence to Robert Garnett 
Tatiow is some measure of the 
public stature of the then Minister 
of Finance and of Agriculture in 
the McBride government, of whom 
Margaret Ormsby says in her 
B.C. — A History ” that he teas the 
most able minister the province 
ever had. 

Some details of the life of this highly- 
regarded ma,,. and of bis descended**, may be 
learned from his eldest daughter, Mrs. F. V. 
Cornwall, of 4025 Locarno Lane, Gordon Head. 

Mabel Cornwall is one who has bad a more 
Intimate acquaintance then moat with the early 
politics and history of this province. 

Daughter of the Finance Minister who in pre- 
Bennett 1907 announced the province not only 
debt-free but with a surplus of more than 
$7,000,000 . . step-daughter by her father’s 

second marriage of a daughter of the Canadian 
Pacific chief engineer. Western Division . . . OUT 
was alro later to become wife of the son of 
British Columbia’s third lieutenant-governor. She 
was also fortunate enough hi youth to make 
several visits to Europe and #o enlarge her ability 
to tssi’U the structure and nature of political 
situations at home. 

The story a t Robert Tatiow in British 
Columbia begins with hia arrival In Victoria in 
1879 to join the old B Battery, Royal Canadian 
Artillery, a branch of the Services with which this 
Irishman had already, in Quebec, spent several 
years. Here, besides his regular duties, young 
Captain Tattow undertook to row daily to 
Brothers Island to re-charge khe time gun which 
wool i later be discharged from the shore . . . and 
received therefore an extra dollar a day (money 
undoubtedly Welcome to a young bachelor anxious 
to be re-united with “the girl he left behind Mm" 
in Quebec.) 

By, 1881 she had reached the coast, they were 
married, he had left the army — and become 
private-secretary, first to Lieutenant-Coi emor A. 
N. Richards, then to his successor in this office, 
C. F. Cornwall. 

But fay 4888 this formal and conservative Nfe 
had become too restrictive to a man of Robert 
Ta’Jow’s enthusiastic and imaginative tempera¬ 
ment and in April of that year the couple, plus 
little daughter Mabel, moved to Vancouver. Here 
the father Joined a group interested in-real estate, 
then very active in anticipation of the coming of 
the rai'road to Vancouver, 

Wiibin a few months misfortune was to come 
to both man and oity. Accident waa to take the 
life of Mrs. Tatiow and their infant second child, 
fire was to wipe out almost the whole of the 
small city, then but two thousand strong. To 
Robert Tatiow personally the fire meant the loss 
of aU the lumber purchased to build Ms first 
Vancouver home. 

But there wws too much to be done in 
Vancouver at that time for anyone to brood too

long over tragedy, personal or public. Soon, to, 
there was die arrival of the first train to 
anticipate. Three quarters of a century later the 
daughter then too acna« to appreciate the 
importance at May 27, 1887, was to be among 
those whose pre-train residence in Vancouver 
entitled them to receive a “golden” replica of the 
last Tipike hammered in the track at Crafgel- 
lacnie. 

In 1887 Robert Tatiow was also much 
occupied with the new Stanley Park on whose 
origins! board, and for 30 years after, he was a 
commissioner. From this connection come Mrs. 
Cornwall’s memories of walks wWh her father 
when he went, oh, so often! to check on the trails 
being made through the raw park. 

Another childhood joy dearly remembered js 
visits with Mm to the wharves at Hastings Mill* 
near their home, where they examined together 
figureheads of ships there awaiting cargo. 

But much as she loved the tall masts, the 
vessel probably most sharply remembered from 
those days was the Empress of India, first of the 
fine trans-Pactflc fleet owned by the CPR.

MURIEL WILSON'S THOUGHT F 


One of the special delights of 
summer eating is the enjoyment of 
local fresh vegetables, whether you 
grow your own abundance or 
patronise your green grocer. Sue - 
culent fresh vegetables are a deli¬ 
cacy we almost take for granted 
these days. All through the sum - 
mer and early fall we enjoy a pro¬ 
fusion of new potatoes, beans, 
peas, salad vegetables (including 
our beautiful field tomatoes), 
squash mid com on the cob. 

These vegetables were not always available . 
. . in the very early days in Canada when the 
first settlers arrived, fresh vegetables were a 
rarity. The Indiana, of course, had native 
vegetables . . . wild leeks and onions, parsley, 
fiddieheeds and carnal plant bulbs, but the 
settlers wouldn't touch them and chose to grow 
their own kind as best they could. H there was a 
frosty spring or lack of rain they lived on turnips. 

Here in the west, garden vegetables were 
introduced by pioneers like energetic John 
McLougtdin who grew onions, beam, peas and 
potatoes at his Pud son's Bay Company’s fur 
trading centre at Fort Vancouver. This was early 
In toe last century and soon after, the first 
settlers, with McLoughlin's help were beginning 
to grow their own.

Watering trough! and feed racks are so 
pUoed that animals tend to rest closeby where 
vial tor* can view and phutograpta them at their 
beat. 

Or, Mueller (eels sure that the Okanagan 
Q uue Farm hold* promise ol becoming the beat 
hi the world. Climate and geography are *ucb 
that many oi the animal* will live under 
•ooditjoni very similar to that of their native 
habitat. 

At the moment there are nearly 100 animals, 
African, Asiatic and South American; yaks, 
lama*, s»tto sheep and cattle, several deer and 
antelope species, guanaoo, dromedary, giraffes, 
zebras at several apeclea, springboks and tommy 
gazelles, Malayan tapir and more are still to 
name. 

The game farm is far mors than a tourist 
attraction. 

It is an exciting educational experience for 
ydungatera; a place where animal* can live and 
famed under oonditlona similar to those of their 
native land. It will also be a centre for research 
h> which scientists and biologists and other* will 
^■w to study and to learn. 

At the northwest oomer of the property a 
mad to a developed picnic site under yellow 
pines at the toot of the mountain. Along the 
valleys leading up the slopes nature groups will 
flnd much of interest. In spring the ground to 
carpeted with Sowers and its ecology has not 
been disturbed since the beginning of time.

To these people wealth Is 
measured In ownership of Oyak. This useful 
a nimal supplies most of their need*. It is used as 
a saddle animal and aa a beast of burden; ita 
foag silky hair la spun and woven into cloth, its 
®Hk is made into a sort of fermented butter, its 
Ocah la eaten. 

That animal i* not a camel! white hunter 
Louis explains, a camel has two humps. 

That animal la a dromedary, a member of 
** camel family. Dromedaries have become 
dnmetoleated. They are bred as riding animal* 
and pack animals and used in the deserts of north 
Afrioa and Asia minor. Other members «f the 
“fond family are guanacos and lamas. They look 
like camels, too, they have neck* which seem too

The party landed and packed its 
supplies into the Cariboo, travel* 
ling the original Indian trails. The 
average miner packed 70 pounds 
but Hans Helgesen packed 100 mud 
averaged 15 miles a day . The part¬ 
ners mined — sometimes they sverm 
lucky, sometimes not.

His eyes 
me as blue as Ms native Norwegian sides and his 
mind ia crystal clear. He has a wealth at 
memories and stories of the pioneer days of our 
land and is happy to share these with others. 

He and Ms wife and one sen and three 
daughters. Henry live* at Sooke and operates his 
oyster leases there and a daughter, Irene Starch, 
is a supervisor in a children’s hospital in 
Vancouver. The eldest daughter, Lillian Hunter, 
lives in Nanaimo as docs his third daughter, 
Violet Good. 

Christian has eight grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren. What fun it must be to have 
a grandfather who cam spin such marvellous 
yarns of hunting, fishing, Indians as they were in 
days of old, trips to the wilds of British Columbia 
and even tales of Norway. He still sings and only 
last year he recorded some 90 songs from 
memory, for a grandniece.

Kenn Liddell, with more than 37 years 2a the 
newspaper business as a reporter, editor, and colum¬ 
nist , has combined in his fourth book dealing with 
western history his long-standing love affair with the 
steam locomolve, his flair for the well-told anecdote, 
and his complete grasp of western history as affected 
by the coming of the railroads . 


In slightly less than 300 pages, 
moat at them brimming with 
nostalgia, Mr. Liddell has recreated

And this gifted novelist has seen 
to it that each character Is 
interesting in his or her own right 
and that what each does or says 
contributes to the whole. 

Re liars ef the Sphinx may not be 
the best thing MacLennu) has ever 
written, but may very well turn out 
to be the moat important. 

The theme of a nation struggling 
to' weld its twin cultures had been 
crying out for dramatization and we 
shouid be grateful that Canada’s 
best English-speaking noveliat, who 
lives and work* in French Canada, 
should have felt himself Impelled to 
deal with the oubject.

Beneath the trees, in the quiet and historic beauty of Victoria’s seaside Roes Bay 
Cemetery, lie the mortal remains of one of the Fathers of Confederation - John Hamil¬ 
ton Gray, 

A co-worker with Sir John A. Macdonald in the great dream of a British North 
America, stretching from Atlantic to Pacific, Gray was an indefatigable worker for 
Confederation in the east long before he came to British Columbia.

John Hamilton Gray had hit 
men dream—to live in thit far 
western country by the Pacific 
Ocean. It may have been as a re¬ 
ward for services rendered that 
Piacdonald appointed him to the 
bench of this new province soon 
after the Crown Colony of British 
Columbia became part of Canada.

• "Amongst the passengers by Ibe Prince Alfred 
, wu Hon. Judge Gray and son. The honorable 
gentleman was cordially received by many old 
friends. In appearance the new judge la gray 
aa his name, weara side whiakera and moustache, 
and la exceedingly affable and gentlemanly in hla 
manner. If we mistake not, the people of British 
. Columbia will have no reason to regret this 
appointment to the bench of this prwinoe.” 

Next day Judge Gray waa a worn into office 
by Chief Justice Sir Matthew Balliin Begbie, and 
immediately proceeded to read a Court judgment 
in a manner, as The Colonist put it, "forcible and 
concise." 

The new judge soon bought property up Fort 
Street HIU. near where the earner ai Ifoas is 
today, and he called his big bouse Homewood. 

He and Mrs. Gray became popular in society, 
. and took part in all good works. 

In August of 1876 the judge spoke to the boys 
of "Lady Dufferin’s Guard/' impressing upon 
them, “in eloquent and appropriate terms, that 
■elf-disctpMne and habits of order and ngulwlty 
were the Brat requrements of success in any 
sailing in life. He aaid (he boys must learn to 
obey tfteir superiors, and the word of command at 
once, and render obedience, even if not at the 
time satisfied in their own minds with the order. 

"He concluded an excellent address by again 
impressing upon the boya that youth was the time 
for improvement; that all offices, even to the 
highest in the province were open to the boys, 
and If they did not, amid the varied chance of 
Ufe, attain the objects of their ambition, (hay 
might, by lifea of intergrity and industry, at least 
leave' to those who auooeeded them, the 
reputation of an honorary name, and the benefit 
of a good example.'* 

Judge Gray died in 1H>. and ftnre was iad- 
veraal mourning here. TWe Oalaatol paid to him 
this tribute; “He was highly respected and 
esteemed — be had by his social virtues and his 
genial, friendly disposition won for himself a high 
place in the regard of aD who had the privilege of 
his acquaintance. 

"Judge Grey was a man ef much more Item 
ordinary ability. His Ufe waa an active and 
eventful one, and a very iarga part of it was 
■pent In the service of his country. As a judge of 
the Supreme Court of this province to won golden 
opinions from aH aorta and ooncttdaM of men. and 
now that he has been called away he wiB long be 
remembered by the people of this province as a 
just judge and a good citizen." 

Bearing the casket to Rom Bay were such 
noted citizens as Sir Leonard T*ey, Lieutenant- 
Governor of New Brunswick; Sir Matthew BeilHe 
Begbie, Mr. Justice H. P. P. Crease, Pretniw 
John Robson, Hon. A. N. Richards, Mr. Speaker 
C. E. Pcwley. Hon. Peter O’Reyly, E. Crow 
Baker. MP. Dr. Wiliam Bayard, R. E. Jackson. 
Robert Ward, William Curtis Ward. 

Mrs. Gray lived on at Homewood, until her 
death In 1895, and she, too, lies buried in Rost 
Bay. 

Victoria is unique, believed to be the only 
place west or the Greet Lake, which has the 
grave of a Father of Confederation, lo nr 
neglected but cleaned up a short time ago by a 
troop of Boy Scouts. 

There is no mention that Gray was a 
of Confederation: a plaque static this fact should 
be placed an the grave in centennial year.

bas added insult to Injury by appointing a number 
of hangers-on in the Lower and Upper Provinces 
to high positions in British Columbia, notably the 
preferment of that notorious sucker, Col. Gray, to 
the position of judge — this has given rise to 
much indignation." 

The Colssdal rushed to Gray’s side: "Ool. 
Gray is a ggntleman of great polish and high 
literary attainments." 

In October of 1873 the new judge arrived: 


Practically no one here had ever heard of 
Gray when it was anounced in Ottawa in 1872 that 
he would be a Suprgme Court justice of British 
Columbia. There were, naturally, some protests, 
from lawyers who had long been here, and wished 
themselves to be elevated to the bench. 

There was so much curiosity about Gray that 
V*b Colonist gave the details of his life and works 
in the east, in this article: "Who is Colonel Gray? 
— Such is a question asked at every comer since 
Ool. Gray's name became associated wtth ths 
•ew judgeship in this province. 

"It may not be amiss to supply an answer. 
Col. Gray is descended from an old English 
family- He was born at St. George's' Bermuda, in 
1814. son of William Cray, who had been Her 
Majesty's consul in Virginia: waa educated at 
Ring's College. Windsor, Nova Scotia, where be 
graduated A.B.; was called to the bar of New 
Brunswick in 1837, created QC in 1853; received 
degree of DCL from University of New 
Brunswick, 1868; holds a distinguished position aa 
member and Nisi Prius council, is Li.-Col. 
commanding the Queen's New Brunswick Ran¬ 
gers. and vice-president of the Dominion Rifle 
Association. 

“Was a member of the executive' council of 
New Brunswick for a number of years; was 
attorney-general and premier, 1856-57, and 
Speaker of the House of Assembly till union; 
bolds a special patent of rank and precedence 
from Her Majesty as aa ex-councillor, 1855, waa 
afeairman of several important commissions; was 
umpire between Great Britain and the United 
States under the Treaty of Washington, 1857-58, 
and received therefore the approval and thanks of 
Her Majesty’s Government. 

"Was appointed a delegate to the Charlotte¬ 
town Union conference, in 1864, and to that at 
Quebec the same year; sat for many years in the 
New Brunswick legislature; has gat in the House 
of Commons since union. 

"It may be mentioned that Col. Gray was to 
have been Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Appeal of the Dominion; but the scheme of 
creating that court was abandoned last year." - 

Even this glowing account of Gray didn't stop . 
some of the jealous ones here from muttering 
against him. They found support from a staunch 
opponent of Macdonald, The Acadian Recorder of 
Halifax, which said: "The Dominion Government
